Words from the Holy Spirit of the Lord Jeſus, From the 


Throne of his Glory, to make known bis 3 Will 


and Pleaſure, both to the elect World, and reprobate 
World, a little before his glorious coming to ſeparate be- 
tween the two Worlds, that whoſoever deſpiſeth this Wri- 
ring, whether he be a King, or a Beggar, by calling, © 
Blaſphemy, or Hereſy, or Deluſion, or à Lie, or ſpeaking 
evil of it in any Kind whatſoever ; in ſo dbing they have

NEBRUARY the 3a, 4th, and 5th, 1651, three 
Mornings together, much about an Hour, the 
Lord eſus, the only wiſe God, whoſe glorious 
Perſon is reſident — or bey ond the Stars, I de- 
clare from the Spirit of Truth, Boy this Jeſus from the 
Throne of his Glory by Voice of Words, ſpake unto me 
Fohn Reeve, ſaying, I have given thee Underſtanding of my 
Mind in the Scriptures, above all Men in t 2 World. The 
next Words the Lord ſpake unto me, were theſe, ſaying; 
Look into thy own Body, there thou ſhalt ſee the Kingdom of 


Heaven, and the Kingdom of Hell: The Lord ſpake theſe 


Words unto. me twice together. Again, the Lord ſpake unto 
me theſe. Words, ſaying ; I have choſen thee my laſt Meſſen- 

er for. a great Work, unto this bloody unbelieving World: 
And I. have given thee Lodowick M. — to be thy Mouth: 
At that very Moment the Holy Spirit brought into my Mind 
that Scripture of Aaron given unto Moſes. Again, the Lord 
ſpake unto me theſe Words, ſaying; I haye put the two: edged 
Sword of my Spirit into thy Mouth, that whoever I pro- 
. bleſſed through thy Mouth, is bleſſed to Eternity; and

Then for a Moment I ſaw this Hell within me, which cauſed 


me to anſwer the Lord theſe Words, ſaying; Lord, I will go 
where- ever thou ſendeſt me, only be with me. Theſe were the 
Lord's Words, ſpoken unto me the firſt Morning, and my 
Anſwer unto my God; I being as perfectly awaked when 
he 477 unto me, the Lord is my Witneſs, as I was at 
the Writing hereof. Again the next Morning the Lord 
fpake unto me, ſay ing; Go thou unto Lodowick Muggleton, 
and with him go unto Thomas Turner, and he ſhall bring you 
to one Jabn T ane, and do thou deliver my Meſſage when thou 
comeſt there; and if Lodowick Maggleton deny to go with 
thee, then do thou from me pronounce him curſed to Eternity. 
Theſe Words the Lord ſpake unto me the ſecond Morning, 
and no more. The third and laſt Morning, the Lord ſpake 
unto me theſe Words, ſaying; Go thou unto Lodowick Mug- 
gleton, and take ſuch a Woman along with thee; and then go 
thou unto one John Robins, a Priſoner, in New-Bridewell, and 
do thou deliver my Meſſage to him when thou comeſt there. 


Theſe were the Lord's Words the third and laſt Morning, and 


all the Words in the Commiſſion of the Lord ſpoken unto 


me; only this Meſſage of the Lord extends in general to the 


whole World; becauſe the elect Jews and Gentiles are mixed 
in Marriages through all Parts of this Earth, for whoſe Sakes 
only we are ſent. But as for thoſe natural unbelieving Jews, 
that deny that God is come in Fleſh, thoſe Jews ſhall never 
come to the Faith of Jeſus, we are not ſent unto theſe. The 
Holy Spirit beareth Witneſs in my Spirit of the Truth of that 


Lord ſpake unto me, the Words ſpeaking came into my Spi- 


rit and Body, with ſuch an excecding, bright burning Glory of 


God-like Majeſty, that I did not well know whether I was a 


mortal Man, or an immortal God; ſo glorious are the Words 


of the immortal God, that the Tongues of Men nor Angels 
can never expreſs it; my Body alſo was changed at that Time 


for a Seaſon in a moſt dreadful Manner to behold, of the which 


there be many that can bear Witneſs. at this Time. Again, for

ſpiritual Signs, upon the inviſible Spirits of Men and Women, 
becauſe our Meſſage is all ſpiritual, concerning Men and 
Womens eternal Weal or Woe in the Life to come.

GAIN, that you that are elected unto eternal 
Glory, may underſtand ſomething of this Jobn 

Robins aforeſaid z I declare from the Holy Spirit, that this 
Jobn Robins was that laſt great Antichriſt, or Man of Sin, or 
Son of Perdition, ſpoken of by Paul the Apoſtle in the Theſſa- 
lonians, who (as it is written) oppoſeth, and exalteth himſelf 
above all that is called God; ſo that he as God, ficteth in the 
Temple of God, ſhewing himſelf that he. is God: This is he 
that was to appear in this laſt Age, a little before the perſonal 


| viſible coming of the Lord Jeſus in the Clouds, with his Ten 
- Thouſands of Saints, in Power and Great Glory, to ſeparate 


between the Perſons of the true Chriſtians, whoſe Weapons 


are ſpiritual Faith, that work by Love and Patience, with ail 
other ſuch like heavenly Vertues, from the Perſons of all 
lying Hypocrites, who call themſelves Chriſtians, but they are 
indeed far worſe than Heathens, by killing their Neighbours 
with the Sword of Steel; therefore their Damnation will be 
far greater than the Heathens, in the Day of the Lord's Ven- 


geance. Again, it would be too tedious to write unto yu, 


wherein this Jobn Robins did appear to be the Man of Sin as 


- beforeſaid ; ſo that the Pope is not the Man of Sip, as Men 
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. 
blindly imagine, for want of the Spirit of the Scriptures : But 
on the contrary, I declare from the Spirit of the Lord Jeſus, 
that all Men that call themſelves Chriſtians, and yet make 


uſe of the Sword of Steel, in any Caſe whatſoever, the Pope 
and thoſe Men are both Chriſtians alike; therefore to be an 


Antichriſt, or a Man of Sin, to oppoſe God, as beforefaid, I. 


declare from the Holy Spirit, that is when a Man doth exalt 
himſelf in the Place or Perſon of God, and doth ſet up a 
Worſhip, ſeemingly far more pure than the ſimple plain Wor- 
ſhip of God, and to manage his Deſign, he doth ſhew many 
great lying Signs and Wonders, as this John Robins did, to the 
great Amazement of many deceived by him. It was a ſpiritual 


oppoſing of Jeſus, which is the only God, by ſhewing of ſeem- 


ing ſpiritual lying Signs and Wonders, as this John Robins did; 
yea he ſhewed ſuch Signs as the Popes could never ſhew, nor 
never ſhall ſhew : Wherefore that you that are the Ele& may 
no longer remain in the Dark, concerning the laſt great ſpiri- 
tual Antichriſt, I declare from he Lord Jeſus, that this Jobn 
Robins did attribute to himſelFthe Titles of the only God: 
Firſt, he called himſelf Adam Melchiſedeck: Again, he cail'd 
himſelf the God and Father of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt : Alſo 
he held forth a Trinity of Perſons; as namely, Adam, Abel, 


and Cain: Again, he called himſelf the firſt Adam, ſaying, 


after he had been five Thouſand fix Hundred and odd Years in 
the Duſt, he was rifen from the Dead, to deliver his People; 


then he ſaid that Wel was his Son Jeſus, the fecond Perſon of 


his Trinity : Then he called Cain the Holy Ghoſt, and this 
was his third Perſon of his Trinity. This Cain, that was the 
Seed of the Serpent, or Son of the Devil, this was his Holy 


_ Ghoſt, I could write very much of his Trinity concerning his 


Wife Eve, ſo called by him, and of a Jeſus he ſaid ſhould be 
born of her, of his begetting, and of a Diſciple of his that 


he called Cain, to make up his counterfeit Trinity, but that it 


would hinder Things of more Value: Again, he declared, that 


he knew all Angels, their Names, and their Natures alſo he ſaid, 
that he had Power over all Voices; alſo he ſaid, that he knew .- 
what the Spirits of Men ſpake that were in the Duſt : Again 
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be faid, that the Lord Jeſus was a weak and imperfe& Saviour,

and afraid of Death; but he ſaid, that he had no Fear of 
Death in him at all; but this Cain hath proved himſelf an 
old Liar, ſince his great Blaſphemy againſt the Lord Jeſus: 
Again, this Jobn Robins did declare, that he was to gather the 
Jews in all Nations, aud to lead them into their own Land, 
775 Feruſalem ; with many more ſuch like Things declared by 

im. | | | 
As for his lying ſpiritual Signs and Wonders, they were 
theſe and ſach like, unto ſome that were deceived by him; he 
did preſent the Form of his Perſon riding upon the Wings of 
the Wind, like unto a Flame of Fire; alſo he did preſent unto 


ſome in their Beds a great Light, like unto a Flame of Fire 


over all the Room, that they have been compell'd to hide their 
Faces in their Beds, fearing they ſhould be burn'd; but when 
they hid their Faces in their Bed, the Light did appear more 
brighter than before: Alſo he would preſent unto them half 
Moons and Stars, and ſometimes thick Darkneſs, ' darker then 
wy natural Dai kneſs whatſoe : Alſo he did preſent his Head 
only in the Day-time, without a Body, to a Gentlewoman that 
I know, in her Chamber; alſo preſenting unto her to deceive 
her, the Forms of ſtrange Beaſts, as namely, Dragons, and 
ſuch like. Again, I declare from the Lord, that this Fobn Ro- 
bins did preſent the Form of his Face, looking me in the 
Face in my Bed, the moſt Part of a Night; inſomuch 
that I cried in my Spirit unto the Lord, and the Lord by his 
Spirit revealed this rene Antichriſt unto me, to my exceeding 
Joy, and his everlaſting Praiſe, Much more might be ſpoken 
of 1 Deceits in this Kind; but now I ſhall declare the Manner 
of his being worſhipped as a God, by thoſe deceived by him: 
They pray*d unto him, and they fell flat on their Faces and wor- 
ſhipped him, calling him their Lord and their God; alſo he 
gave Commandment to ſome of them, that they ſhould not 
make mention of any other God, but him only: Alſo he 


5 75 Authority unto ſome of his Diſciples, both Men and 


omen, to change their Wives and their Huſbands, telling 
them that they were nat united to their own Bone. This 
curſed Cain changed his own Wife fit, for an Example, and 


called ber Name Eve, telling his Diſciples, that ſhe ſhould _ 


bring forth his Son Jeſus, and it ſhould be caught up into 
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Heaven; many of his Diſciples following of his curſed Ex- 
ample, to their utter Ruin in this Life, and that to come: 
Alſo he commanded his Diſciples to abſtain from Meats and 
Drinks, promiſing them that they ſhould in a ſhort Time be 
fed with Manna from Heaven, until many a poor Soul was al- 
moſt ſtarved under his Diet, yea, and ſome were abſolutely 
ſtarved to Death, whoſe Bodies could not bear his Diet ; for 
thoſe that believed on him indeed, they brought jn their 
whole Eſtates unto him; ſo that then he had full Power over 
their Souls, and Bodies, and Eſtates, and he did plague their 
Spirits and Bodies at his Pleaſure, in a moſt dreadful Manner 
if they were not obedient to his Commands, of the which 
I myſelf was an Eye-witneſs. I could ſpeak more of this 
Prince of Devils, in this laſt Age; but I know I have written 
enough, for a ſpiritual Chriſtian to diſcern ſomething of this 
great Deceiver in what I have written : When his Wicked- ; 
neſs was at the full, the Lord Jeſus ſent me as beforeſaid, unto 
this John Robins, to declare his Wickedneſs unto him, and 
immediately to pronounce him curſed in Soul and Body, from 
the Preſence of the Lord Jeſus, to all Eternity; unto the which 
I, with my Fellow-Witneſs, were made obedient : Then about 
two Months after this Sentence of the Lord Jeſus, this John 
Robins wrote a Recantation of all his ſeeming great Matters de- 
clared by him, and ſent the Writing to General Cromwell, and 
ſo obtained his Liberty; and when he was out of Priſon, he 
gave all his Diſciples about London the Slip, and with what 
Silver he had left, that he had cheated from them, Cain-like, 
inſtead of building of Cities, he went into his own Country, and 
re-purchaſed his Land; but it was re-bought with the innocent 
Blood of many. poor innocent Souls, in the higheſt Nature, 
that ever any Man gained ſuch a Sum of Silver as he did,

| God, they are utterly ignorant of the true God, the Man 
- Jeſus, and Enemies to his Goſpel, that commands them to love 
their Enemies ; therefore their fleſhly reaſoning cauſeth them 
* to forſake the Goſpel of ſuffering the Croſs of Chriſt, and they 
| | apply themſeves to the Law of Moſes, to prove it lawful to 
M | kill the Goſpel of Jeſus, inſtead of yielding Obedience unto 
it. Unto you that are choſen to work Righteouſneſs, I declare 
| by Revelation from the Holy Spirit, that no Spiritual Chriſtian 
| hath any thing to do to meddle with any Scripture from the 
| Law, given by the Hand of Moſes, to prove it lawful to war 
with the Sword of Steel, becauſe it was lawful for the Nation 
— of the Jews only, by Commiſſion from the Lord, to war 
againſt all the Heathen Gentiles that roſe up againſt the Jews, 
becauſe they worſhipped the God of Iſrael, who was contrary 
to the Heathens Idol-Gods; and. this War of the Jews was 
lawful, until God the Father became Fleſh, to reconcile both 
Jew and Gene into that one Faith, in the Body of his Fleſh, 
and no longer: Therefore ſince God became Fleſh of our Fleſh, 
8 | and Bone of our Bone, Sin only excepted, I declare from theLord 
Jeſus, that they that are Chriſtians indeed, they are not under” 
the Law of Moſes, that is, a Sword of Steel, but they are under 
Grace, or the Goſpel of Jeſus, that is, the Sword of the Holy 
Spiric, that makes all true Chriſtians to underſtand, that in this 
World their Portions is to ſuffer all kind, of Wrong from all 
Men, and to return Mercy and Forgiveneſs unto all Men, yea, 
and to forgive thoſe that would kill them, becauſe they know all 
Vengeance is the Lord's, and he will repay it; therefore they 
dare not rob God of his Glory. Again, when the Lord Jeſus . 
gave that new Law of Love unto all his Elect Believers, where 
he ſaith, It was ſaid of old, an Eye for an Eye, and a Tooth 
for a Tooth, but I ſay unto you, love your Enemies, bleſs 
them that curſe ycu, do good to them that hate you, Theſe 
i be thoſe Chriſtians indeed that may be called perfect, as their 
1 Heavenly Father was perfect; the Lord Jeſus, who did all 
14 good, and ſuffered all Wrong, yea, and layed down his Life 
1 for that whole World of his Ele&, when they were all be- 
= ZH come his Enemies. Again, I declare from the Lord Jeſus, that 
2158 they that are new born by the Holy Spirit, they are ſo far 
from killing, or conſenting to the killing of any Man, offen- 
ſively, or defenſively, in their own Behalf, or in the benny 3 
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of any other Man, that they are afraid of their own evil 
Thoughts, and much more of evil Words or Deeds, againſt 
God or Men; becauſe they know nothing but pure Righteouſ- 
neſs, pure Love without Envy, and pure Innocency ſhall reign 
in Eternal Glory with the only Eternal Father, the Lord Jeſus: 
And on the contrary, they know all Man-ſlayers, under 
what Pretence ſoever, and all Covetous, Idolaters, Drunkards, 
Swearers, Liers, Sorcerers, Whoremongers, and all thoſe that 
vindicate Unrighteouſneſs, through the Love of Silver, in 
oppoling of -that pure Law of -Love, that commands all 
Chriſtians not to do as they are done unto, that is the Hy po- 
crites Righteouſneſs: But on the contrary, to do unto all 
Men, as you would they ſhould do unto you; this is the 
Righteouſneſs of pure Faith, which is the Righteouſneſs of 
God, which makes Men to fulfil all Righteouſneſs : For want 
of this, thoſe unrighteous Perſons beforeſaid mult all periſh 
to Eternity. Again, I declare from the Lord Jeſus, that all 
thoſe that hate to yield Obedience to this pure peaceable Law 
of Love, proceeding from the pure Sipirit of the Lord Jeſus ; 
I fay, in the Great and Notable Day of the Lord, by his Decree, 
or by a Word ſpeaking from his Mouth, they ſhall every one 
of them riſe out of the Duſt together; not with the ſame 
Bodies they died, or fell aſleep in, becauſe there was ſome- 
what of God in thoſe Bodies, whilſt they lived, which pe- 
riſheth with them in Death ; but the Bodies which they ſhall 
have ſhall be in Form of their former Bodies, but they ſhall 
be Fiery Bodies, of Spiritual Darkneſs, yea, Bodies of all 
Unrighteouſneſs, having all their wicked Deeds of their for- 
mer Bodies conveyed into theſe Bodies, as Fewel to kindle the 
Fire of new Sorrows in theſe Bodies of Hell and utter Dark- 
neſs, and their Spirits in their Bodies ſhall be all fiery Devils; 
ſo their Bodies ſhall be their Kingdom of Hell, and their proud 
Spirits, that had Pleaſure in Unrighteouſneſs, ſhall be the De- 
vils, that ſhall be barr'd in cloſe Priſoners within their Bodies, 
from all motioning or thinking of any former Comforts, either - 

Spiritual or Natural, to give them any Eaſe at all, becauſe all 
Time is paſt; then, as beforeſaid, ſhall their Spirits and Bodies.

never ſeeing one another's Faces more, much leſs ſhall they ſee 
the Face of God, Juſt Men, or Angels, to all Eternity; and 
the Place of their eternal Torment ſhall be upon this Earth, 
where they acted all their Bloodſhed, and all other Unrighte- 
ouſneſs. Then ſhall the Sun, Moon, and Stars, and all other 
natural Lights in this lower Creation or World, vaniſh, or go 
out, like the Snuff of a Candle, giving no more Light to Eterni- 
ty : Then ſhall this fruitful pleaſant Earth be like unto dry burn- 
ing Sand, the Seas and all Rivers, or Springs of Water, being 
dried up for evermore, as if they never had any Being: This 
whole Creation being turned into a Chaos of Confuſion, with- 
out Form, and void of all Light or Sap, either natural or 
ſpiritual, to all Eternity, as beforeſaid. 

Again, 1 declare by Revelation from the Holy Spirit, what 
was trom Eternity, before any Creature was formed, that had 
any ſenſible Life, either in Heaven above, or in this Earth be- 
neath ; there were theſe two uncreated Subſtances of Earth and 
Water, with the uncreated Spiritual Perſon of God the Cre- 
ator, in whoſe glorious Preſence theſe ſenſeleſs Subſtances of 
Earth and Water were eternally reſident, that the Creator 
might create or form, by his infinite Wiſdom, out of thoſe 
dead Subſtances, all Variety of ſenſible living Creatures in his 
own Time, for the ſetting forth of his viſible Glory to Eternity. 
Again, I declare by Revelation from the Holy Spirit, that the 
Earth and the Water were both dark Subſtances, having no 
Light or ſenſible Life at all in them; but the Perſon of the 
Creator was infinitely full of all glorious Light, and ſenſible 
Life to himſelf, both within and without. Thus it is clear there 
was Death from Eternity, only it was not in a ſenſible Form, 


as well as there was ſenſible Life, Light, and Glory, in Form, 


from Eternity. Again, eternal Life, or God, was a ſub- 
ſtantial Form from Eternity ; but eternal Death, or Darknefs 


of Farth and Water, was Subſtance without Form, void of 


all Spirit or Life; ſo that Life or Spirit only, is all ſubſtantial 


Form, and Death or Darkneſs only, is all Subſtance without 
Form; ſo that Life and Death from Eternity are not bare 


Words, as blind Hypocrites imagine, but the inviſible Creator 


of all Life or Spirits, was a God of a glorious Subſtance, 
ſpiritual Body, in the Form or Likeneſs of a Man, from alt 
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Eternity. Again, I declare from the Lord Jeſus, that the 
glorious ſenſible Life or Light, in the Perſon of the Creator, 
could not poſſibly be known by Men or Angels, but by his 
creating or forming of ſome Creatures, to live ſenſibly.in Death 
and Darkneſs, Shame and Miſery, and by his creating other 
Creatures, in oppoſing, ſenſibly to live in Life and Light, Joy 
and Glory. Again, the infinite glorious prerogative Power 
of the Creator, could not poſſibly be known to any of his 
Creatures, to make a Diſtinction between the Glory of eternal 
Life, and the Miſery of eternal Death, but by his forming of 
Creatures of the ſame Lump, to be Veſſels of Honour, and 
Veſſels of Diſhonour, to Eternity : But, on the contrary, if 
the Creator, without Diſtinction, had formed his Creatures to 
be all eternally glorious like himſelf, then the Glory of his 
prerogative Power of infinite Love or Mercy, and infinite 
Juſtice or Wrath, and all his infinite new Wiſdom, increafing 
or flowing in his glorious Perſon, as a Fountain of living 
Waters, muſt, in a Manner, have been ſhut Priſoner in his 
own Perſon, and the Creatures muſt have been all as Gods, 
inſtead of Creatures, and ſo the Creator would have had. no 
Glory in his Creation at all of the 8 Power of his 
Godhead, Wherefore I declate, by Virtue of my Commiſſion 
from the only wiſe God and everlaſting Father, the Man Jeſus 
in Glory, that all thoſe that are made to yield Obedience in 
Love to the prerogative Power of God, are his elect ones, 
appointed for Bleſſedneſs to all Eternity; but, on the con- 
trary, all thoſe that are offended at the prerogative Power of 
the Creator, and love to diſpute againſt it, are all Reprobates, 
and appointed to be curſed to all Eternity, 


CHAP. IV. 


Of the Creation beyond the Stars, or of the other Side of the 
viſible created Heavens, where Sun, Moon, and Stars, that 
Hall all vaniſh like Smoke together to Eternity, | 


"A GAIN, for your Information, I declare from the 
Holy Spirit, that the Creation, above or beyond the 
Stars of the holy Angels, who are ſpiritual Bodies, in their 
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Perfons formed like Men, and all other Creatures that God 
hath made in the Heavens above, of that Subſtance of Earth 
and Water aforeſaid, that was from all Eternity, in the Pre- 
ſence of his eternal ſpiritual Perſon ; I declare from the Lord 
Jeſus, that God the Creator hath made that Creation in the 
Heavens above as vilible to be ſeen, as this Creation is ſeen in 
this Earth beneath. Again, I declare from the Holy Spirit, 
that the glorious Perſon of the only wiſe God and eternal 
Father, the Lord Jeſus, is as viſibly ſeen of the Creatures, 
where his Perſon is reſident, as Man is viſibly ſeen of the 
Creatures in this Earth beneath, where his Perſon reſides: As 
for this Creation in the Heavens above, it is to ſet forth the 
Glory of his immortal Perſon, that all the Creatures in his 
Preſence, viſibly beholding the glorious Perſon of their Crea- 
tor, both holy Angels and other Creatures, according to their 
Wiſdom or Underſtanding, might give him the Glory of their 
eternal Happineſs of this their Creation : And, on the con- 
trary, if the Creator were not viſibly ſeen by the Eyes of his 
Creatures, then no Creature could poſſibly know him, to re- 
turn any Praiſe or Glory unto him at all, for the Happineſs of 
their Condition. Therefore it is a curſed lying Imagination, 
for any Man to think that the glorious Perſon of God is not 
as viſibly ſeen of his Creatures in the Heavens above, as the 
Perſon of Man, who is the Image of God, is viſibly ſeen of 
the Creatures in this Earth beneath. Again, you muſt not 
think after a fleſhly Manner, that the Creatures above the 
Stars, are Male and Female for natural Generation, as they 
are in this Creation beneath the Stars; for a Woman had 
never been made but for Generation, that the immortal God 
might have a Woman's Womb in this World, to cloath him- 
felt with Fleſh, and that the reprobate Angel, which is the 
Devil, might have the Womb of a Woman to cloath himſelf 
with Fleſh alſo, to bring forth God's glorious Deſign, between 
the Seed of the Woman, and the Seed of the Serpent; where- 
fore I declare from the Holy Spirit, that the holy Angels, and 
all other Creatures that are in the Preſence of God, in the Crea- 
tioh beyond the Stars, are all ſpiritual Male Creatures, never 
increaſing in their Numbers, not being fleſhly, defiring Gene- 
ration; but their Spirits or Natures, inſtead of fleſhly Pleaſures 
in Generation, are full of ſpiritual and heavenly Joys, of a 
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tranſcendent glorious Content, within thernſelves,: and viſible 
glorious Contents, in their beholding of the glorious Face of 
God, and the Faces of one another, and the Glory of that Place 
they enjoy, the which exceeding Glory ſhineth forth through 
that heavenly Kingdom, from the bright, burning, glorious 
Perſon of God the Creator, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who alone 
hath all the Glory of his Cr tion in the Heavens above, 
wherein dwelleth nothing but Righteouſneſs in Glory. Again, 
I declare from the Lord Jeſus, that no Man can underſtand, 
or know any Thing of theſe Things that are inviſible unto 
our natural Eyes, but by the Spirit of Revelation; therefore 
it is written, that Faith is the Subſtance of Things hoped for, 
the Evidence of Things not ſeen. Again, it is written, Through 
Faith we underſtand that the Worlds were framed by the Word 
of God; ſo that Things which are ſeen were not made of Things 
which do appear; ſo that in the Letter of the Scripture, it is 
clear to you that ſee by the Eye of Faith, that God hath made 
or framed- two Worlds or two Creations, which is all one; 
for you know, to frame a Thing, or to make a Thing, is all 
one. Again, unto you it is clear there are ſpiritual viſible 
Things, in that World above, or beyond the Stars, as well as 
here are natural viſible Things in this World, beneath the 
Stars, becauſe you may underſtand that this World, and the 
Things that are viſible therein, were made or created out of 
that World which is inviſible to us, who are in Mortality, 
but viſible to thoſe who are above in Glory; ſo that now you 
that are appointed to enter with ſpiritual Bodies, into that glo- 
rious Creation, or World beyond the Stars, may underſtand 
a little clearer of your Inheritance in that Kingdom made 
without Hands, or City eternally in the Heavens, where you 
ſhall viſibly ſee with your Eyes the Face of God, Men, and 
Angels, and all Creatures, in that Creation above the Stars, 
as you ſee the Face of Man, and all other Creatures, in this 
Creation beneath the Stars, with glorious new Songs of ſpiri- 
_ tual and heavenly Praiſes, unto a glorious God to all Eternity, 
This proves the Truth of theſe Scriptures, where it is written, 
My Kingdom is not of this World; and of this Saying, Lord, 
remember me when thou comeſt into thy Kingdom; and of that 
_ Saying, in my Father's Houſe, or Kingdom, are many Man- 
dans; and of that Saying, for thine is the Kingdom, the 
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Power, and the Glory, for ever; and of that Saying, the 
Kingdoms of this World are become the Kingdoms of our 
Lord, and of his Chriſt » This World was the Heavens 
above : And of that Saying, Nevertheleſs we look for a new 
Heaven and a new Earth, wherein dwelleth Righteouſneſs ; and 
of that Saying, he hath made us Kings and Prieſts unto God, 
and we ſhall reign with him upon the Earth. This is that 
glorious new Heaven and new Earth, in the Preſence of God, 
above or beyond the Stars: But blind ' carnal Hypocrites 
imagine that God's reigning with his ele& ones, will be upon 
this bloody Earth, becauſe they have no ſpiritual Eyes, to ſee 
or know that new Heaven or new Earth, above or beyond 
the Stars, where nothing but pure Righteouſneſs reigneth in 
Glory, for everlaſting, or World without End, Amen, 


CHAP. V. 


Of the creating that reprobate Angel Serpent that beguiled Eve, 
and became a Man. 
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GAIN, concerning that Serpent beforeſaid, ſo called 
of the Lord for his Subtilty ; I declare by Revelation 
from the Holy Spirit, that God created his Spiritual Perſon _ 
more glorious than the Perſons of all the Holy Angels that 
are in the Preſence of God in Heaven, becauſe this mighty 
Angel, by the Wiſdom and ſecret Counſel of God, was to 
be as a God, to bring forth his Seed, or Generation of wile, 
and prudent, ſubtil Serpent-Men, and Women, to oppoſe the 
Creator, and his innocent Seed or Generation, of ſimple, plain- 
hearted Men and Women, that are of the Spirit of Faith and 
ure Love, with all other heayenly Virtues; for the Nature or 
Spirit of God is Faith and Love, and all other Divine Vir- 
tues, infinitely living in his glorious Perſon; the which Faith - 
is all Power of righteous Actings, naturally lowing from his 
pure Spirit, as from a pure overflowing Fountain of living 
WEE But on the contrary, the Nature or Spirit of this 
God-like Angel, and all the reſt of the holy Angels in their 


Creation, were pure Reaſon, from whence naturally flows h?

own Perſon, and great Wiſdom of Siprit within him; where-

tion from that pure Spirit of Faith, in the Perſon of God 
their Creator; and this is that ſpirituat Manna that keeps the 
holy Angels Natures or Spirits pure in the Preſence of God; 
for it is the Nature of that pure Reaſon in the holy Angels 
continually to deſire the Knowledge of that Spirit of Wiſdom 
in the Creator that made them, and the Overflowings of that 
new Wiſdom in the Spirit of the Creator by the Decree of 
God, it is that ſpiritual Food that keeps the holy Angels pure 
in their Glory, or elſe not one of them could ſtand upright in 
the Preſence of God, not one Moment, but they would all 
become Serpent- Devils, and fall down into this Earth, as that 
great Angel did, preſently after the Lord with-held theRevela- 
lation of his glorious Wiſdom from him; then this Angel, for 
want of his ſpiritual Food of Revelation, that kept his Spirit 
in Obedience to his Creator, preſently his Spirit began proudly 

to imagine and think high and lofty Thoughts concerning his 


fore ſecretly he was lifted up in his Spirit to diſdain the Perſons 
and Wiſdom of all the holy Angels, in Compariſon of the 
Glory both of his Perſon and Wiſdom, Pride being began in 
him, Lucifer - like he ſoared higher in his Pride, 4 he 
thought both his Perſon and Wiſdom to be as glorious, if 
not more glorious, than the Perſon and Wiſdom of the Cre- 
ator z wherefore he being very proud of his own Wiſdom, he 
imagined that if he had been the Creator, he would by a 
Word ſpeaking have created Angels, and all other Creatures, 
without Earth, or Water, as God made all Things of; for his 


proud Spirit thought he could by a Word ſpeaking have cre- 


Holy Angels, and all other Creatures, than the Creator; he 
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ated all Creatures of nothing at all, therefore he counted his 


Wiſdom rather greater, and of a more higher Nature, to have 

formed all Things for a greater Glory to himſelf, if he had 
been the Creator, than the Creator's Wiſdom in the Things 
or Creatures formed by him; ſo imagining his Wiſdom above 
the Creator's, he thought himſelf more fit to reign over the 


being wile in his own Conceit, became an abſolute Fool; for 


but of nothing comes nothing, and out of nothing comes no . 
55 hl or nothing can be formed; for to create or make a ü 
-  |\Jiying Form or Creature gut of ee Naar or Subſtance 
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Earth or Water, by a Word ſpeaking, of what Nature or 
Form the Creator pleaſeth, whether contrary to his own Na- 
ture and Form, or of his own Nature and Form, this is the 
Power and Wiſdom of my Creator, the Lord Jeſus ; for he, 
by his infinite glorious Wiſdom, by a Word ſpeaking, did 
create all living Creatures in the two Creations or Worlds, of 
unſenſible Earth and Water, that was without his Perſon, from 
all Eternity, in his Preſence with him, becauſe his eternal 
glorious Perſon, you know, muſt have a Place of Reſidence, 
therefore Reaſon itſelf cannot deny the Eternity of Earth and 
Waters, and the Perſon of the Creator ; let it imagine never 
ſo much, nor never ſo long: Again, as beforeſaid, when the 
Time of this proud and lofty Angel's Glory was, by the De- 
cree of the Creator, expired in the Heavens above, to the ex- 
ceeding Joy of all the Holy Angels, unto whom the Lord re- 
vealed his exceeding Pride, the Lord then caſt down his ange- 
lical wiſe Serpent into the Earth; therefore it is written, Wo be 
to the Inhabiters of Earth, for the Devil is come down amongft 
you. This Angel that was caſt into the Earth, is that Devil 
beforeſaid, and his Nature or Spirit of Pride and Envy, and 
all other Wickedneſs being changed, his Names or Titles 
are changed, according to the Uncleanneſs of his Nature, and 
now, inſtead 'of the Name of an Angel of Light, he is called 
an Angel of Darkneſs, as in Jude; yea, he is called a Serpent, 
a Dragon, a Devil, Satan, or an unclean Spirit, or that 
wicked one, one ſuitable to his curfed Nature ; but the Lord 
changed not the Form or Perſon of this Reprobate loſt Angel 
at all, but his Names or Titles only as beforeſaid, according 
to his Nature. | opiate 

Again, I declare by Revelation from the holy Spirit, that 
Serpent ſpoken of in the Scripture, that tempted the Virgin- 
Wife Eve, he was a ſpiritual Body, in' the Form of his 
Perſon like unto a Man; yea, I ſay from the Lord, that this 
Angel- Serpent was more amiable or glorious in the Form of 
his Perſon, to the outward Appearance of Eve's Eyes, than the 
Perſon of the Man Adam was; wherefore, by the Prerogative 
Power, and ſecret Wiſdom and Council of God, to bring 
forth his glorious Deſign, it was the outward Comelineſs of the 
Serpent's Perſon, and his ſeeming wife and glorious God- lik 


Council, by. the Decree of God, became a Snare, to deceive +... R 
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and overcome the innocent Virgin- Wife Eve, as many a poor in- 
nocent Virgin in theſe Days are deceived and overcome, by the 
outward Comelineſs of Mens Perſons, through their Serpent 
Councils, and curſed Temptations ; wherefore it is written, the 
Woman was deceived, and not the Man. Again, I declare 
by Revelation from the Holy Spirit, that when this Angel- 
- Serpent, by his ſeeming wiſe God-like Council, had overcome 
innocent Eve, as beforeſaid ; the very Perſon of this ſpiritual 
Serpent reprobate Angel entered into the Body or Womb of 
innocent Eve, and there he dyed, or was changed from his 
Spirituality, and immediately he quickned in her pure undefi - 
led Seed, or Nature, all Serpentine Lult of all natural Unclean- 
neſs; wherefore ſhe- being now naked from her former pure 
created Virginity, preſently ſhe is full of natural Luſt aſter 
her innocent Huſband, that had no Deſire to a Woman at all 
therefore it is written, And ſhe gave alſo unto her Huſband with 
her, and be did eat; then were they both naked, from that 
pure ſpiritual Life of their Virgin Creation of God-like Con- 
tent within their own Spirits, and in the Room thereof they are 
both full of all natural Luſts whatſoever; they being both defiled 
with the Spirit of the Serpent- Angel of unclean Reaſon and 
wicked Imagination; and this was that curſed Effect of their 
becoming as Gods, knowing both Good and Evil, until 
they were both born again by the Spirit of Faith, to the full 
Aſſurance of a more glorious Inheritance than that which was 
loſt through the eternal Love of God to his loſt Image. 
Again, I declare from the Lord Jeſus, that that Cain that was 
the Firſt-born of Eve, he was the very Seed or Spirit of that 
reprobate Serpent-Angel in the Body of Eve, and the firſt- 
born Child or Son of the Devil, and ſo he became, and none 
but he alone, that Belzebub, the Prince of Devils, and the 
only Father of all thoſe Angels of Darkneſs, ſpoken of in the 
Epiſtle of Jude, that are kept of reſerved in Chains. of Dark- 
neſs, of Unbelief, unto the „ ke of the great Day. 
Therefore, where it is written of the Warfare between Mi- 
chael and his Angels, and the Dragon and his Angels, that 
Michael is the Spirit of the Lord Jeſus, in his angelical Belie- 
yers, whoſe ſpiritual Weapons are Faith and Love, and 
_ (Patience, and ſuch like, unto the Death, becauſe they ſee 
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a Crown of Life, in yielding Obedience to the Croſs of Chriſt. 
The Dragon, that is the Spirit of curſed Cain, in his perſe- 


cuting Believers, whoſe carnal Weapons, Swords and Guns, 


and all Kind of murdering Weapons whatſoever, flowing 
from Ignorance, curſed Covetouſneſs, and vain-glorious 
Ervy, felling their eternal Birthright for a Meſs of Portage, 
becauſe the Lord Jeſus hath 'no Delight in their Perſons. 
Again, it is written, And the great Dragon was caſt out, that 
old Serpent, called the Devil and Satan, he was caſt out into the 
Earth, and bis Angels were cuſt out with bim; that Cain 
beforeſaid, was that Serpent-Dragon Angel, and his Angels 


ate that 'fleſhly Seed of his, or Offspring, or Generation of 


Serpent · wiſe prudent Men and Women, that mind earthly 
Things. Theſe are thoſe Serpent teprobate Angels, that go 
upon the Bellies of their Spirits, and lick up the Duſt of the 
Earth all the Days of their Lives; that is, their Spirits lick 
up the Gold and the Silver, and put it into a Bag, for their 
Generations; and this is the Food of their Sduls, and ſuch 
like, all their Days. This is that Spirit of unclean Reaſon 
and wicked Imagination, that was in Cain, and now is in all 
his Angels, who are the Lords of this World, whoſe Spirits 
wholly thirſt after Things that periſn, and they are never in 
their proper Centre, but When the Thoughts of their Spirits 
are feeding 1 Riches, or Honoutrs, or Friends, or fleſhly 
Delights, or long Life, and ſuch like. This was the Food of 
that Serpent Cain, that ſlew his Brother Abel, becauſe he was 
more righteous than he; and this is the Food, and no other, 


of all thoſe Serpent Angelical Men and Women, both great 


and ſmall, that ate the very Sons and Daughters of curſed 


Cain, hating all ſpiritual Rightedufneſſes, in all ſpiritual Abels, 
as he did; therefote, as beforeſaid, curſed, together with that 
Serpent Reprobate Devil, their Fither Cain, from the Pre- 
ſence of the Lord, juſt Men and Angels, to all Eternity. 
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CH AP. VI. 


Of the ternal Creator clothing himſelf with Fleſh, and ſo be- 
came a pure Man. | 


GAIN, ſor your Information, in whoſe Perſons the 
Lord by his Holy Spirit delights to dwell, I declare by 
Revelation from the holy Spirit of the Lord Jeſus, a little of 
that wonderful unſpeakable Myſtery of God the Father, 
clothing himſelf, or manifeſting himſelf in'Fleſh, it is written, 
She was found with Child of the Holy Ghoſt, Again, it is written, 
For that which is conceived in her is of the Holy Ghoſt: And the 
Word became Fleſh; and behold a Virgin ſhall, be with Child, and 
ſhall bring forth a Son, and they ſhall call his Name Emanuel, 
which being interpreted, is God with us. Again, it is 
written, For anto.us a Child is born, unto us a Son is given, 
and the Government ſhall be on his Shoulders, and his Name 
ſhall be called Wonderful, Counſellor, the mighty God, the ever+ 
laſting Father, the Prince of Peace; of the Increaſe of his 
Government and Peace there ſhall be no End. From theſe 


Scriptures, it is very clear in the bare Letter, unto you that 
ſee God by the Eye of Faith, that that holy Child Jeſus, 


that was born of the Virgin-Wife Mary, he is the 'only God, 
and alone eternal Father, unto you that have the Faith in 
a perſonal God, or a God of one diſtin Perſon, and no 
more, unto you alone, for whom is prepared a Crown of im- 
mortal Glory. I declare by Revelation from the Holy Spirit 


of the Lord Jeſus, that the Holy Ghoſt beforeſaid, was the 


glorious Perſon of that one only wiſe God, and everlaſting 
Father, and Creator of all Things, that entered into the Virgin's 


Womb, and died, or changed his Immortality or Spirituality, 


in the Body or Womb of the Virgin; and immediately 
quickened or conceived himſelf of the very Nature or Seed of 
eVirgin.; a pure natural Child or Son, in whom, as it is 
written, the Fullneſs of the Godhead lived bodily ; ſo, that as 

the Serpent-Angel beforeſaid entered into the Womb of the 
'Virgin-Wife Eve, and defiled her pure Nature, or Seed 


= throughout, and died in her Womb from his Spirituality, and 
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quickened in Mortality, and brought forth himſelf the firſt- 
born Child or Son of the Devil, and ſo he became the Father 
of an innumerable Company of Serpent reprobate Devils, 
of Men and Women ; ſo in Oppoſition of that reprobate 
Angel, and Prince of Devils beforeſaid, the glorious Perſon 
of the eternal God entered into the Womb of the Virgin- 
Wife Mary, and died in her Womb from his Immortality, 
and purified her Nature or Seed throughout, that was unclean 
before, and quickened himſelf in pure Mortality, and brought 
forth himſelf the firſt- born Son of God, and the only eternal 
Father of an innumerable Company of ele& Sons and Daugh- 
ters, purchaſed by his own precious Blood : Thus Immortality 
died and quickened in Mortality, and this pure Mortality died 
and quickened in Immortality and Glory again, in that very 
fame Fleſh or Perſon that died, and now reigneth in Glory in 
the higheſt Heavens, and the loweſt Hearts, God alone, bleſſed 
to all Eternity. Thus Eternity became Time, and Time 1s 
become Eternity again; for there is nothing but an eternal, 
immortal God, that is the Creator of all Life, that can by his 
own Power live and die, and live again: But, on the con- 
trary, no Creature hath any Power at all, neither to live, nor 
to die, but by the Decree of the Creator alone, the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt. Thus you that ſee by that ſingle Eye of Faith, 


may underſtand in ſome Meaſure the Difference between the 


Seed of the Woman, and the Seed of the Serpent; for ever 


ſince the Angel-Serpent, by his wiſe curſed: Counſel, took 


Poſſeſſion of the Garden of God, the Bodies of our firſt

the only God, he faid unto the Jews, Except ye eat my Fleſh, 
and drink my Blood, you have no Life in you: Again, he faid, 
Except ye believe that I am be, ye ſhall dye in your Sins: His 
very Mind in thoſe Words was this, except they did believe, 
that that very Perſon of his, of Fleſh, Blood, and Bone, 


that ſpake unto them, was the only God and Eternal Father, 


and alone Saviour of all that were to be ſaved; and that 
there was no Salvation to Mankind, but thus ſpiritually eating 
of his Fleſh, and drinking of his Blood, except they did thus 
own his Perſon, to be their Lord and only Saviour, they muſt 
all die in their Sins, and periſh to all Eternity, becaule there 
is nothing, but the precious Blood of a God, can poſſibly cleanſe 
the Spirit of Man from the Power of Sin; therefore, if the 
very Godhead had not died, that is, if the very Soul of 
. Chriſt (which is the Eternal Father) had not died in the Body, 
or with the Body, to quiet or ſatisfy the Cry of the Guilt of 
Sin in Men's Spirits, all Men would have periſh'd to Eter- 
nity; becauſe the =_ of unclean Reaſon, the Devil in Man, 
whoſe Nature is all Sin, did reign in the very Bodies of the 
Elect, as their Lord and King, and they were free from the 
Power of Righteouſneſs, until the precious Blood of a God, 
by the Holy Spirit of Faith, was ſprinkled in their Conſci- 
ences, that by the pure Life of ſpiritual Love to God and 
Man, they might break the Serpent's Head of Sin, of reign- 
ing any longer in them: But on the . they that have 
no Faith given them, in the precious Blood of God, to cleanſe 
their Spirits from the Power of that Devil Sin in them, their 
Sins will be their Lord and King, and they muſt periſh to- 
gether eternally, as beforeſaid: Again, by this Time it is very 
clear to you that have the Faith of Jeſus, that the Serpent 
Angel beforeſaid was a ſpiritual Body or Perſon in the Form 
of a Man, before he enter d into the Womb of Eve, by chat 


Seed or Son of his, call'd Cain: Thus every Seed or Spirit, | 


by the Decree of God, brings forth his own Bady according” 
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from all Eternity, in time begot and brought forth himſelf a 
Man Child in Mortality, of all pure Righteouſneſs, there- 
fore he was called the expreſs [mage of the Father, becauſe 
he was indeed the very Father; and that made him ſay, he 
thought it no Robbery to be equal with God; and that was 
the Cauſe that made him ſay, that all Power was given unto 
him, both in Heaven and in Earth, becauſe he knew per- 
fectly, that there was no other God but himſelf to poſſeſs all 
Power; and this made the Prophet 1/aiah to attribute the 
chief Titles of the everlaſting Father, unto the Son, that was 
to be made of a Woman, or of a Virgin ; becauſe the Pro- 
phet knew very well, that the Father and the Son was but one 
unſeparable Perſon in immortal Glory from all Eternity; and 
ſo he knew they were to become in Time, one unſeparable 
Perſon of all Purity, in Mortality : And I with him know 
from .the ſame Spirit that revealed it to the Prophet long 
before God became Fleſh, that that pure Mortality, both 
Spirit and Body that died together, they did both immediately 
quicken together, a new Life in Death, or out of Death, 
and they unſeparably, both Father and Son in one Perſon, did 
aſcend: together, into that immortal Glory that they poſſeſt 
| anther ook all Eternity; and ſo they now enjoy it again, 
in one tranſcendent glorious Perſon, both God and Man to all 
 Etermity.

This was the Man Jeſus, that ſat upon the Throne of the 
Father, with many other Scriptures too tedious to relate, 
that prove clearly, to all that are appointed to Eternal Glory, 
that the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that died without the Gates of 
Feruſalem, is the only God, and everlaſting Father, and alone 0 
Creator of all Things that were made, both in Heaven and | 
in Earth: Therefore I declare from the Holy Spirit of the 
Lord Jeſus that ſent us, that whoſoever” prays in his Spirit 
or Tongue unto any other God or Spirit, but unto my God, 
the Man Jeſus, that ſent me, he prays unto a Devil f his 
own Imagination, inſtead of a God; for that Man Jeſus then 
to come, was David's only God and Saviour: Therefore he 
ſaid, The Lord ſaid unto my Lord, fit thou on my 'Right-hand 
until I make thine Enemies thy Footftool, © And this Jeſus was 
all the true Prophets God in the Time of the Law, and this 
Jeſus was the Holy Apoſtles God, and all the Chriſtians 
God, in the Time of the Apoſtles Commiſſion, or Diſpenſa- 
tion, or Adminiſtration, that laſted about Three Hundred 
Years; and this glorious Man Jefus is my God alone, and 
the God of all ſpiritual Chriſtians in this laſt Age, untill he

Spirit, and ſuch li ike : To this 1 
anſwer, by Revelation from the Holy Spirit, har Eliab, ſpoken 
of in the Law, that was taken up bodily, by a Whirlwind into 
— where the Likeneſs of a Chariot and Horſes of Fire 

appeared to Eliſpa at his Departure: I ſay from the Lord, 


that the Body or Perſon of that Eliab was taken up and glo- 


rified in the Heayens by the Creator, for that very Purpoſe, 


that he might repreſent, the Perſon of God the Father. for 


that Time or Seaſon, whilſt God the Father ka that Jour- 


ney in Fleſh as aforeſaid : Again, it is written, He Hall give 


his Angels charge over thee z thoſe Angels were Moſes and Eliab; 


who being both glorified, they did both repreſent the Perſon 


of the Father, in the Heavens above the Stars, as they did 
repreſent the Perſon of the Son and of the Father, when they 
were in Earth beneath the Stars. When Moſes was upon this 
Earth he repreſented the Perſon of God the Son, that Lamb 
Jeſus, that was then to come in Fleſn; in theſe Things, firſt 
Moſes was call'd the meekeſt Man upon the Face of the 
Earth. Again, He was a great Type of Chriſt in this, in 


offering up himſelf. to be blorted out of the Book of Life 


for 1 Salvation of IVael, as the Lord Jeſus became a Curſe 
for his elect rael; likewiſe Moſes was a great Sufferer at the 


Hands of Iſrael with. much Patience; as the Lord, Jeſus ſuf- 


fet'd with all Patience at the Hands of his own People or 


Nation: Again, Moſes was made an Angel of the Covenant 
of the, Law unto all //rae!, as the Lord. Jeſus was made, or ih 


became an Angel of the Covenant of Grace, or the Go 


w 


 uots all the elect Hrael; ſo that whoſoever: deſpiſed tha hay it 30 
__ Mofes, was to dye a natural Death without Mercy; as 4 
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Type of the eternal Death of all thoſe that deſpiſe the Grace or 
Go 


pel of Jeſus; and in this he was a great Type of the Lord 
Jeſus, when he ſaid, God foould raiſe up a Prophet unto you 
like unto me, him fhall you bear: Much more might be ſpoken 
of Moſes repreſenting of the Perſon of God the Son, but I 
ſuppoſe it is ſufficient for any moderate Man: Again, when 
Elias was in this World, he did repreſent the Perſon of God 
the Father, in theſe Things; firſt, in a God- like Manner, by 
commanding Fire to come down from Heaven to deſtroy 
his Enemies; and it was ſo again by his commanding like 
unto'a God all the Prieſts of Baal, that were the national 
falſe Prieſts, to be put to Death, for drawing the Hearts of 
Iſrael from worſhipping of the true God, and that was a 
Type of the eternal periſhing of all the national Prieſts of 
Baal in the World at this Time, who are Miniſters of the 
Letter only, but call themſelves Miniſters of the Spirit, and 
yet the Lord Jeſus ſent them not : Theſe are thoſe croaking 
Frogs, that keep the hy wg in Darkneſs, ' unto whom the 
People give their Silver for nought. Again, Elias, by his 
aſking of Eliſha in a God-like Manner, what he ſhould do 
for him before he was taken up from him, with his granting 
of Eliſha a double Portion of his Spirit, if Ele ſaw his 
Departure from him. Again, Eliab ſpake in the Authority 
of the Father, when he told King Ahab to his Face, that it 


was he, and his Father's Houſe, that were the Troubles of 


Iſrael, by their departing from the living God, with more 
ſuch like Actings of his, after a God-like manner, ſhewing 
clearly his repreſenting the Perfon of God the Father when 


he was upon this Earth; which was but a Type of his re- 


preſenting the Perſon of God the Father in the Heavens 
afterwards; but ſome may ſay, it ſeems very ſtrange, 
the Lord having ſo many glorious Angels in his Preſence, 
that he ſhould paſs them by, and take 'up a mortal Man, or 
a Sinner, into that exceeding Glory, of the repreſenting of 
the Perſon of God the Father, as beforeſaid : To this I an- 
ſwer from the Holy Spirit; all the Councils of my God, the 
Man Jeſus, are quite contrary to Man's unclean Reaſon ; yea, 
and contrary to the pure Reaſon of the holy Angels alſo, 
that God alone may have all the Glory of the Revelation 
ef hib unfearchable Councils of Wiſdom, from his elect Men 
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and Angels, Again, I declare by Revelation from the Holy 
Spirit, that the Man Adam, in his Creation, was of the, very 
Nature or Spirit of Faith, with all divine Virtues of pure 
Love, Patience, Meekneſs, and ſuch like ſpiritual Virtues, in 
his Spirit or Perſon, which were the very ſame divine Virtues 
that lived in the Spirit or Perſon of God his Creator; only in 


the Perſon of God, every ſpiritual Virtue in him was infinite 


above all Meaſure, but in the Perſon of the Man Adam, 
although they were the very ſame heavenly Virtues, yet in him 
they were in Meaſure: Thus Man in his Spirit was created 
like unto the Creator, of the very ſame divine Nature; only 
they differed in this, for the Body or Perſon of God was all 
ſpiritual, or heavenly, not ſubje& to Mortality; but the Body 
or Perſon of the Man Adam was naturally, or earthly, ſubject - 
to Mortality at the Pleaſure of the Creator; for if the Body 
or Perſon of the Man Adam had been ſpiritual in his Creation, 
as his Spirit was, then there would have been no Difference be- 
tween the Perſon of the Creator, and the Perſon of the Crea- 
ture: Thus the Man Adam was made like unto God, a pure 
natural Perſon, of all Righteouſneſs in Mortality, like unto the 
ſpiritual Perſon of God, which is all Righteouſneſs in Glory. 
Again, it is written, the firſt Adam of the Earth, earthly; 
the ſecond” Adam, the Lord from Heaven, heavenly. Thus 


you that ſee by that ſingle Eye of Faith, you may know, 


that God became Fleſh, or a Man, as well as Adam, who was 
called the Image of God, becauſe God was a ſpiritual Man 
from Eternity, as abundantly beforeſaid: Now you muſt 
underſtand the Reaſon why Jeſus, the only God, was called the 
ſecond Adam, was this; becauſe the Body or Perſon of the 


Lord Jeſus was a pure natural Body, of all Righteouſneſs in 


Mortality, juſt like unto the Body or Perſon of the firſt Adam 
before his Fall; only Chriſt, the ſecond Adam, had the Spirit of 
Faith in him above Meaſure, and the firſt Adam had the 
Spirit of Faith in him by Meaſure, as beforeſaid: Again, the 
fecond Adam differed from the firſt Adam in this, he being 
made a Man of Sorrows, but the firſt Adam knew no Sorrows 


before his Fall. And why did he become a Man of Sorrows? 


It was to redeem the elect Seed of the Spitit of Faith, overcome 
in his Image, the firſt Adam, by the reprobate Angel-Serpent,.. 


as beforefaid, Again, as for the Natures or Spirits of te 
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holy Angels in their Creation, they were pure Reaſon, quite. 
contrary to the Nature or Spirit of Faith in God the Creator; 
only in their Bodies or Perſons. they were ſpiritual, or ſwift of 
Motion, like unto the ſpiritual Perſon, of God their Creator: 

But if the Nature or Spirit of the holy Angels had been of the 
Spirit of pure Faith, as they were of pure Reaſon, then there 
would have been no Difference between the Perſon of God 
their Creator, and the Perſons of the holy Angels in their 
Creation, who' are but Creatures as well as Men; wherefore 
not the-holy, Angels, for they are not of the Nature of God; 
as it is written, He took not upon him the Nature of Angels, but 
the Seed of Abraham : But Elias, as beforeſaid, by the ſecret 
Wiſdom and Council, and Love of God unto Man, above 
Angels, was exalted upon the Throne of Glory for a Moment, 
co repreſent the Perſon of God the Father, and he was made 
the Protector of my God, when God became a Child; and it 
was Elias, by Virtue of his Commiſſion, as a faithful ſpiritual 
Steward upon the Throne of Glory, that filled the Lord Jeſus 
with thoſe great Revelations of his former Glory, that he 
Poſſeſt in the Heavens, when he was the immortal Father; 
and it was Elias that ſpake thoſe Words from Heaven, ſaying, 
This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleaſed. Hear him 
again, when Chriſt was transfigured upon the Mount, that his 
Garment glittered with the Glory of his Transfiguration: It 
was the viſible glorious Appearance of the. Perſons of Moſes 
and Elias talking with him, that were the inſtrumental Com- 


miſſioners of that viſible Glory of the Lord Jeſus unto his 


Diſciples, who ſaid, Maſter, it is good for us to be here: For 
that Glory was ſo great, that they would have been building 
Tabernacles for a Continuance in it. Again, I declare from 
the Lord, that Elias, by Virtue of his Commiſſion, did fill 
elect Men and Angels with Revelation, to keep them in 
Obedience, until the Lord Jeſus was upon the Throne of his 
Glory again; ſo that when the Lord Jeſus (who was an abſo- 
Jute Creature) cried in his Agony unto his Father, and when 
he prayed unto, bis Father, that that Cup might paſs from him, 
if it were -poſſiblez it being a dreadful Cup for his innocent 


Fleſh and Blood to drink, he being as ſenſible of Pain in his - 
Body, as we are in our Bodies; and when he cryed wut, 


31 ] 
ſaying, My God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken me? and, 
Father, into thy Hands I commend my Spirit: I ſay again, 
from the Lord, that Elias, by "Commiſſion from this Man 
Jeſus, was that Father that he thus cryed unto in his Morta- 
lity, Elias being then in Glory; and the chief Ground of all 
thoſe Actions, and Sufferings, and Cryings out of the Lord 
Jeſus, in the Condition of à Creature, unto a Father, or a Cre- 
ator, was to fulfill the Scriptures foretold by his Prophets in 
the Time of the Law: Therefore he ſaid, Heaven and Earth 
ſhall paſs away, but my Word ſhall not paſs away: Again, but 
you may ſay unto me, did God the third Day riſe from the 
Dead by his own Power, or by the Power of his Deputy 
Elias? To which I anſwer, he, by his own Decree, and ſpiri- 
tual Compact with Elias, and by that Spirit of Faith in his 
innocent Body, the which Faith died in his pure Body, and 
quickned immediately, and brought forth, at the appointed 
Lime, that natural innocent Body out of the Grave, a pure 
ſpiritual Body, which naturally (at the Time appointed) aſcen- 
ded into Glory; for it was impoſſtble for God by Death to be 
held in the Grave; becauſe his Perſon being pure, his pure 


Spirit and Death could not remain together, becauſe there 


was no Sympathy, or Agreement or Union between them; 
yea, they were ſo contrary, it was impoſſible for them to be 
together, except one of them were abſolutely extinguiſhed; 
wherefore Death being too weak, the Lord Jeſus, who is the 
only God of all created Life, brake through Death, and 
Hell, and the Grave, and through all the Sins of his Elect, 
by the ſhedding bf his moſt precious Blood, and ſo entred into 
eternal Glory, that all thoſe that have Faith in his glorious 
Perſon may be delivered at the appointed Time, from Sin, 
Death, and the Grave, and enter into eternal Glory with him, 
when he comes in the Clouds of Heaven. 7 


Again, the Reaſon why Mens Bodies in Death, or after 
Death, do rot or ſtink in the Grave, and come to Duſt, is be- 


cauſe there was Sin in their Bodies whilſt they lived, the which 


Sin and Death had a Sympathy, and, as it were, a ſweet Com- 


munion together, whereby Death had full Power, as Lord and 


King, to keep the Spirits and Bodies in the Duſt, until the 
Time appointed of the Lord of Life: But, on the SOON Ts * 
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if Men had no Sin in their Natures or Bodies, they might live 
and die, and naturally riſe again, by their own Power, in their 
own Time, as the Lord of Lite did, whoſe Body was too pure 
to ſee Corruption. ; 

Thus unio you that have Faith in the Lord Jeſus, it is not 
ſtrange. that E/ias ſhould repreſent the Perſon of God the 
Father, until the Lord Jeius aſcended into the Right-hand 
of all Power and Glory of his Father Elias again: Then, 
when Jeſus was ſet down in the Throne of the Glory of the 
Father again, Elias then, as a glorified Creature, did return 
all Praiſe and Glory unto the Lord Jeſus his Creator; ſo that 
now it is the Lord Jeſus alone, by his Holy Spirit, that re- 
vealeth all ſpiritual and heavenly Wiſdom to elect Men and 
Angels; Elias having now, with exceeding Joy, ſurrendered 
up his ſpiritual and glorious Stewardſhip, of repreſenting the 
Perſon of God the Father, unto the right Owner, and ſole 


Heir of Heaven and Earth, and all therein is, the Lord Jeſus 


Chriſt, the eternal Father, God alone, bleſſed to all Eternity. 


I know I have ſpoken enough to the ſpiritual Chriſtian of this 
Truth. 7

| G Al N, I declare, by Revelation from the Holy 
4 Spirit, that above this fourteen Hundred Years there 
has not been one true Prophet, nor Miniſter, ſent wich a 


. Commiſſion from the Lord Jeſus, to declare, or write, or 


reach the everlaſting Goſpel of Truth and Peace unto his 
let, Wherefore 1 declare (by Virtue of my Commiſſion, 


received by Voice of Words from the Lord Jeſus) that all 


the Miniſtry in this World, whether prophetical or miniſte- 
rial, with all the Worſhip taught by them, whether inviſible, 
or viſible to the People, it is all a Lie, and an Abomination 


unto the Lord; both the Miniſtry and their Worſhip are as _ 
acceptable unto my God, the Man Jeſus, that ſent me, as. the © ; 
cutting off of a Dog's Neck. Now unto you that die 
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Truth from the Lord, I ſhall give you Light into this Truth* 
Firſt, I declare, that all the true commiſſionated Prophets of 
the Lord, in the Time of the Law, from Moſes unto Jobn 
the Baptiſt, with all the true commiſſionated Apoſtles and 
Miniſters of the Lord Jeſus, in the Goſpel; they had every 
one of them in their Commiſſion a Power given them, to ſet 
Life and Death before Men, or to declare Bleſſing or Curſing 
unto Men, which is all one, according to their Adminiſtra- 
tions received from the Lord. Again, I declare from the 
Holy Spirit, that the Lord Jeſus did purpoſe within himſelf 
to ſend his Meſſengers three Times to the World, and but 
three Times to this bloody unbelieving World, and no more, 
for a Witneſs or Teſtimony unto them, and to make known 
unto his Elect, that he alone is the only God and everlaſting 
Father; wherefore you ſhall find it written, There are three 
that bear Record in Heaven, the Father, the Word, and the 
Spirit, and theſe three are one. Again, it is written, There 
are three bear Witneſs in Earth, the Water, the Blood, and the 
Spirit, and theſe three agree in one. Again, I declare from 
the Holy Spirit, that thoſe three in Earth are the Lord's 
three Diſpenſations given to his Prophets or Meſſengers be- 
foreſaid ; the Water was the Commiſſion of Moſes and 
the Prophets under the Law ; the Blood was the Commiſſion 
of the Apoſtles, and thoſe Miniſters of the Goſpel choſen by 
Appointment from the Lord; the Spirit, which is the third 
and laſt Witneſs, by Commiſſion from the Lord, are- thoſe 
two Witneſſes ſpoken of in the Revelation, propheſied of by 
Zohn the beloved Diſciple of Jeſus, that were to come in the 
laſt Age, whoſe Meſſage, or Miniſtry, or Propheſy, is all in- 
viſible and ſpiritual, cutting off or condemning all fleſhly 
formal worſhipping of an inviſible ſpiritual | perſonal God, 
taken up by vain-glorious Men from the Letter of the Serip- 
ture, which were the Prophets and Apoſtles Commiſſions, 
becauſe they want a Commiſſion from the Lord. | 

Again, I declare from the Holy Spirit, the Lord ſpake by 


Voice of Word, unto his three Commiſſioners that he hath "fr 


ſent unto the World; yea, I know God the Father ſpake unto 
Moſes as a Man ſpeaks unto his Friend, as it is Written; and 
; I know that God ſpake ne: Apoſtles in the ] erlon of the 
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Son, as it is written z becauſe I know the Lord Jeſus ſpake 
unto me in the Perſon of the Holy Ghoſt, or Spirit, as before- 
aid; only, the two former Witneſſes ſaw the Perſon of God in 

Part viſible, but I ſaw the Glory of his Perfon inviſible, or 
within me; becauſe I am the Meſſenger of the holy inviſible 
5" ph Again, concerning thofe- three bearing record in 

eaven beforeſaid; the Meaning of thoſe Words is this: 
God from Heaven, in a threefold Name or Title, bare Wit- 
neſs by Signs and Wonders, unto his three Commiſſioners, 
according to their ſeveral Adminiſtrations given unto them, 
unto Moſes and the Prophets; this perſonal God bare Wit- 
neſs, in the Name or T itle of the Father; unto the holy 
Apoſtles God bare Witnefs, in the Name or Title of the Son; 
and unto us, his third laſt Meſſengers, God beareth Witneſs, 
in the Name or Title of the Holy Spirit, becauſe our Com- 
miſſion is all ſpiritual, we having to do only with the in- 
viſible Spirits of Men, concerning the eternal Eitates of Men 
and Women Perſons, in the great and notable eternal Day 
of the Lord's Account; therefore, inſtead of natural Signs 
upon the Bodies or Perſons of Men and Women, as in the 
two former Commiſſions of the Prophers and the Apoſtles ; 
the Lord Jeſus beareth Witneſs that he hath ſent us, by 
ſpiritual Signs or Wonders, upon the Spirits of thoſe that are 
ſealed up, through our Mouths, unto eternal Life, and unto 
eternal Death, as many do bear Witneſs, whoſe Eyes are 
opened at this Day in England, in this great TE of London. 
Again, this is a true Teſtimony unto you that have Faith in 
the Lord Jeſus, that he hath ſent us by his Holy Spirit, be- 
cauſe there is none upon this Earth that beareth Witneſs unto 
that Man Jeſus that was crucified at Feruſalem, to be the only 
God and everlaſting Father, but we only; as Moſes, the 
Prophets, and the Apoſtles bare Witneſs in their Times unto 
this Jeſus, to be the only God, and alone eternal Father: But 
on the contrary, there is hardly a Miniſter in the World that 
confeſſeth an inviſible God; but they preach unto the People, 
either a God of two Perſons, or a God of three Perſons, that 
is a Monſter, inſtead of one true perſonal God; or elſe they 
teach the People to worſhip an infinite Spirit, that is every 
where, without a Body or Perſon z but he is fain to borrow 
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his Creatures Bodies to live in; that is, a God of Words only, 
without any Form or Subſtance, or an infinite Nothing, that 
never can be comprehended nor apprehended in the leaſt b 

any formed Creature, a curled, lying, imaginary God, from 
Man's own unclean blind Reaſon, which occaſioneth all Kind 
of Blood and Cruelty to be committed in this wicked World 
between Man and Man; for if Men underſtood indeed, that 
there is but one only wiſe God, and that this God is a diſtinct 
Body or Perſon, as a Man is a diſtin& Body or Perſon, then 
would Men underſtand, that all thoſe that are led by the Voice 
of the Holy Spirit of God, the Man Jeſus, to work Righteouſ- 
neſs in their Bodies they lived in, they only ſhall appear with Bo- 
dies of all Righteouſneſs, like unto their God the Man Jeſus, 


viſibly to behold Face to Face, the glorigus Body of the God 
of all Righteouſneſs for everlaſting, World without End. 


Thus it is clear to the Underitanding of all thoſe that are 
appointed to know the true God, the Man Jeſus, unto Life 
Eternal, that there is no true Miniſtry in the World, becauſe 
they teach not the true God unto the People; therefore as it 
written, they are blind Leaders of the Blind, therefore they 


muſt needs both fall into the Ditch. Oh! it is an eternal Ditch : 
Theſe are thoſe Merchants of the Letter of the Scripture, 


that make the blind Nations their Prey; theſe are thoſe rave - 


ning Wolves that come in Sheeps cloathing; theſe are thoſe 


dumb Dogs in ſpiritual things, that bark at true Prophecy and 
heavenly Revelation, that a Man declares by Commiſſion from 
the Lord Jeſusz theſe are thoſe that the Apoſtle Paul com- 
wag on in his Time, that bewitched the People to turn 


rom the ſpiritual Goſpel to the legal Form, who began by the 


Apoſtle in the Spirit, but were deluded by falſe Hypocrites to 
be made perfect in the Fleſh ; theſe are of thoſe Hypocrites, 


that were in Chriſt's Time, who, under Pretence of long Prayers, 


devour Widows Houſes ; theſe are thoſe Hypocrites that are 
always teaching of God what he ſhould do for his own Glory, 
when indeed it is their own Glory (in luſting after Things 
that periſh) they deſire when they thus pray, or preach, or 
ate ; theſe are thoſe bloody Hypocrites, and Workers of 
iquity, that the Lord Jeſus will never own, becaule he

Of all Prophets, or Prieſts, or Miniſters in this Warld, being 
falſe, not knowing the true God; therefore not ſent by the God 
of all Truth, the Man Jeſus, 


f AE AIN, I declare by Revelation from the Holy Spirit, 
that there is no Magiſtrate in this World, that bears 
the Name of a Chriſtian, that hath any Authority or Com- 
miſſion from the Lord Jeſus, to ſet up any viſible Form of 
Worſhip whatſoever, to compel the Spirits or Conſciences 
of Men to bow down to his Image, that he hath ſer up for 
his own Glory, . becauſe ever ſince the Lord Jeſus aſcended 
into his Glory, he alone is the Teacher of all his Elect by 
his Holy Spirit, It is Truth, in the Time of the Law, - before 
God became Fleſh, there were many Magiſtrates and Prieſts 
commiſſionated from the Lord, to ſet up, and to declare 
the true Worſhip of God unto all 1/ael, and it was Death by 
the Command of the Lord, if the People deſpiſed to yield 
Obedience unto it, becauſe it was the Lord's Worſhip, and 
not Man's Worſhip, ſet up from his own lying Imagination, 
that would be a God, but he is a Devil, for his creating of a 
Worſhip to deceive the People without a Commiſſion from 
the Lord, and by taking the prerogative Power and Glory of 
God to himſelf, who will not give his Glory to another, as 
it is written; therefore in the Revelation, the Dragon there 
ſpoken of, is the Imagination of the Beaſt, and the Beaſt is 
the Body of the Magiſtrate, wherein that Dragon Imagination 
liveth; and the falſe Prophet there ſpoken of, is the Ma- 
giſtrate*s Prieſt, and the Image of the Beaſt is that falſe Wor- 
ſhip ſet up by the Imagination of the Magiſtrate, and the 
Serpent Council of his falfe Prophet or Prieſt, to deceive 
themſelves, and the People with them; therefore it is written, 
And all that dwell upon the Earth ſhall worſhip him whoſe 
Names are not written in the Book of Life, of the Lamb lain 


from the Foundation of the World; that is, all Reprobates, 


both Rich and Poor, ſhall bow down unto that falſe, idola- 
trous Worſhip, ſet up by Heathen Magiſtrates, and their Kess 
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then falſe Prophets, the national Prieſts, who call themſelves 


Chriſtian Magiſtrates, and Chriſtian Miniſters, and are blindly 


called ſo by the People alſo ; and yet both of theſe Devils to- 
gether perſecute with the Sword of Steel all ſpiritual Chriſtians, 
under the Name or Title of Blaſphemers, Seducers, Hereſy, 

Deceivers of the People, and ſuch like, becauſe the ſpiritual 
Chriſtian cannot bow down unto that carnal, anti-chriſtian, 
formal Worſhip, ſet up by thoſe carnal Magiſtrates, and their 


carnal Miniſters beforeſaid, who, being both Lovers of the 


Glory of this World, loving to be honoured as Gods, for 
that curſed heatheniſh Idol- worſhip from their own Invention, 
ſet up to deceive themſelves, and thoſe appointed to Damna- 
tion with them ; wherefore the Dragon. Magiſtrate, and the 


- falſe Prophets his Serpent Miniſters, that committed ſpiritual 
Fornication together, and all thoſe of their own Spirits, ſhall 


every one of them, in the Day of the Lord's Vengeance, burn 
in their Spirits and Bodies together as a Lake of Fire: Thoſe 
Spirits and Bodies that they ſhall appear with in the Reſur- 
rection, ſhall be that Lake of ſpiritual Fire and Brimſtone, 
that, by the Decree of the Lord Jeſus, ſhall burn together to 
all Eternity; this is that giving her own Blood to drink, who 
eat up the Innocent as Bread, and thought they did God good 
Service in ſhedding of the Blood of the Lambs of Jeſus, as 


their Fore-fathers did ; then will theſe Scriptures be fulfilled, 
and thoſe mine Enemies, that would not that I ſhould reign 


over them, bring them and ſlay them before my Face; and 
go ye Curſed into everlaſting Fire; and the Carcaſes of the 
Rebels ſhall be caſt out, where the Worm never dies, and the 
Fire never goes out; and Topbet is ordained of old for the 
King; that Yophet is the Body of Man, and that King is the 
Spirit of unclean Reaſon in Man; for behold the Day cometh 
that ſhall burn as an Oven, and all the Proud, yea, and all 
that do wickedly, ſhall: be Stubble, and the Day that cometh 
ſhall burn them up, faith the Lord of Hoſts, and ye ſhall 
tread down the Wicked, for they ſhall be Aſhes under the 


Socals of your Feet, in the Day that I ſhall do this, ſaith the 
Lord of Hoſts ; fill ye up the Meaſures of your Fathers, ye 
Serpents, ye Generation of Vipers; How. can ye eſcape the 
-Wamaation of Hell? for he ſhall have Judgment Wiehout 
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Mercy that hath ſhewed no Mercy ; but the Fearful and Un- 
believing, and the Abominable, and Murderers, Whoremon- 
gers, and Sorcerers, or Aſtrologers, and Idolaters, and all 
Liars, ſhall have their Part in the Lake which burneth with 
Fire and Brimſtone, which is the ſecond Death. Again, the 
bloody Perſecutors beforeſaid, inſtead of feeding and cloathing 
the hungry Saint, quite contrary, they do not only take away 
the Food and Raiment of the Lord Jeſus, in his ele& innocent 
Lambs, but they crucify the Lord of Life afreſh, in the ſhed- 
ding, of the Blood of his Believers, becauſe they yield Obedi- 
ence to the ſpiritual Law of Faith and Love, or Command of 
the Lord Jelm, either by propheſying or writing, or ſpeaking 
the Truth by Command from the Man Jeſus, who is the only 
ſpiritual Magiſtrate and Miniſter unto all that are appointed 
unto eternal Glory with him, in that glorious Creation of that 
new Heaven and new Earth above the Stars, when this Crea- 
tion beneath the Stars is utterly deſtroyed, and fitted only for 
perſecuting Dragon-Serpent Devils to lament, how), and weep 
to all Eternity upon this Earth, where the Saints by them 
were put to Grief for a Moment. 


CHAT MM. 


Of all beaten Magiſtrates, and their heathen Prophets falſe 
Worſhip or Image. | 


B* T ſome may ſay unto me, Do you not allow of the 
civil Magiſtrate to govern the rude People? To this I 
anſwer, the Magiſtrate is very needful in every inhabited 
Land, for the Government of the People in all civil Things, 


to do equal Juſtice between Man and Man. If ſuch a Ma- 


giſtrate could be found, it would be a rare Thing. Again, 


I declare from the Holy Spirit, although the Magiſtrate be 


but a heathen Ruler, as he is ; wherefore Chriſt ſaid of this 
Magiſtrate unto his Apoſtles, the Kings or Princes of the 
Gentiles exerciſe Lordſhip over them, and they that exerciſe 


Authority upon them, are called Benefactors, but ye ſhall not 


be ſoz but he that is teſt among you, let him be as the. 


Younger : Yet I ſay from the Lord; the Magiſtrate bean 
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not the Sword in vain, but he is a Type of the trae ſpiritual 
Magiſtrate, that can do nothing but equal Juſtice between the 
Joſt and Unjuſt, the Lord Jefus Chriſt. Wherefore all Men 
ought to yield Obedience to the civil Laws of the Magiſtrate, 
either by executing of his Laws, or patently by bearing the 
Curfe of the Law upon their own Perfons, leaving all Venge- 
ance unto God, or elſe they rebel againſt God, and they are 
in Danger of an eternal Curfe, becauſe the Government of this 
World, and the Glory thereof, belongs only unto the wiſe 
and prudent heathen Magiſtrates in this Earth, who are the 
very Sons of Cain, that old Serpent Dragon Devil, that flew 
his righteous Brother Abel, that he and his Seed, that are of 
his own Spirit, might be the Lords and Rulers of this World 
for ever; becauſe Cain thought, and his dark Angels thinks, 
that there is no Wor'd at all, but this only: They have pur- 
chaſed the Lordſhip of this perifſhing World at a dear Rate, 
for it was the Price of the innocent Blood of righteous Abel, 
it is their only Heaven. Therefore let us, that have received 
Faith to believe in the glorious Perſon of the Lord Jeſus, by 
his Power, patiently ſuffer the curſed Spirit of Cain in his 
heathen Magiſtrates, to ſhed all our irmocent Blood, if our 
God will have it fo, that they may fill ap the Meaſure of 
their Father's Sins, from the Blood of righteous bel and the 
holy Prophets, to the precious Blood of the Lord Jeſus, and 
the holy Apottles, that our Blood, that are the two laſt Wit- 
neſſes and Prophets of the Lord Jeſus, may make the laſt 
Perſecutors of Chriſtians compleat Devils, with their Father 
Cain, who was the firſt bloody Perſecutor of the firſt ſuffering 
Chriſtian z therefore it is written, that Chriſt was a Lamb 


ſlain from the Beginning of the World, he being ſlain in be- 


lieving Abel. I ſay from the Lord, by the Power of his holy 
Spirit, patiently let us yield up our Lives with our God unto 
thoſe periſhing Gods beforeſaid; becauſe we that ſuffer with 
him, are appointed' to enter into an eternal Kingdom of Glory 
in another World, hid from the wiſe and prudent Rulers of 
this yaniſhing World ; therefore it is written, Which of the 
Rukts have believed in him? Again, it is written, Why do 
the Heathen ſo furiouſly rage together, the Kings of the Earth 


ſtand up, and the Rulers take Counſel together, againſt the 
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Lord, and againſt his Anointed, or againſt his Chriſt ? Again, 
as it is written by Paul, Howbeit we ſpeak Wiſdom amongſt 
them that are perfect, yet not the Wiſdom of this World, 
nor of the Princes of this World, that come to Naught. 
Again, it is written, which none of the Princes of this World 
knew; for had they known it, they would not have crucified 
the Lord of Glory. Again, that World that we are to reign 
in, after we have ſuffered, it was purchaſed alſo by Blood, 
but it was the Price of the precious, unvaluable, undefiled 
Blood of God, the Man Jeſus, who, by his Holy Spirit that 
ſent us only, maketh us willing to taſte a little of his Cup 
that he ſo deeply drank of: The Servant is not greater than 
the Maſter, becauſe we are to fit down with him, upon his 
eternal Throne of Glory, to behold his Face, in the Preſence 
of all his holy Angles ; then theſe Scriptures will be fulfilled, 
Bleſſed are they which are perſecuted for Righteouſneſs Sake, for 
theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven, Again, Bleſſed are ye when 
Men ſhall revile you, and perſecute you, and ſhall ſay all Manner 
of Evil againſt you falſiy for my Sake; rejoice and be exceeding 
glad, for great is your Reward in Heaven; for ſo perſecuted 
they the Prophets which were before you. Again, Then ſhall the 
| Righteous ſhine forth as the Sun in the Kingdom of their Father. 
Again, For the Son of Man ſhall come in the Glory of bis 
Father, with his Angels, and then he ſhall reward every Man 
according to bis Works. Again, Then hall the King ſay unto 
them on his Right-hand, Come ye Bleſſed of my Father, inherit 
the Kingdom prepared for you from the Foundation of the World. 
Again, Then ſhall he ſay unto them on the Leſt- band, Depart 
from me ye Curſed into everlaſting Fire, prepared for the Devil 
and his, | 


CHAP. XII. 


Of the Mortality of the Soul, and how and when it bectme 
mortal. 


A GAIN, I declare, by Revelation from the Holy ' uit. 
| that ſince the Fall of our firſt Parents, that the Spirit 
and Body of Man are both mortal, and that, by the Decieg 
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of the Creator, the Soul and Body of Man are both pro- 
created or begot together, and they are both of one Nature, 
and fo both but one Creature; for it is the inviſible Spirit that 
liveth in the Seed and Nature of Man, that by the Decree of 
God creates or begets that Form of Fleſh in the Perſon of a 
Man or Woman, according to their Kind : And thus it is with 
this whole Creation, every Seed or Spirit naturally, by the 
Wiſdom of the Creator, brings forth their own Bodies or 
Kind, whether Man, Beaſt, Fiſh, or Fowl, and all Things 
elſe that grows, naturally brings forth in their Seaſon accord- 
ing to their Natures ; becauſe the Creator, by his ſecret Council 
and Wiſdom, decreed within his glorious Perſon, before any- 
Thing was created or formed by him, that all Things or 
Creatures, that ſhould be created or formed by his infinite Wiſ- 
dom, ſhould bring forth their own Bodies or Kind only, and 


no other for ever; therefore, when Men and Beaſts Seeds are 


unnaturally mixt together, contrary to their Kind, the Lord 
diſcovers them both to their Deſtruction, and his Glory. 
Wherefore, I declare from the Lord Jeſus, that it is a curſed 
Imagination in any Man to think when Men die, their Spirits 
may go in other Forms and Bodies, contrary to their own 
Natures or Kind, as many a curſed lying Atheiſt prates, that 
denies the Reſurrection of Mens Bodies, through the Love of 
ſome dark fleſhly Luſt they live in; they are in ſpiritual Dark- 
neſs, underſtanding nothing of the Power of God, and ſo 
erring, not knowing the Scripture as it is written, nor the 
Power of God; therefore it is a common Thing for theſe 
blind Atheiſts in their Diſcourſe to ſay, when Men die, their 
Spirits may or do go into a Horſe, or into a Root, or into a 
Flower, with many more ſuch like curſed Expreſſions, they 
being more ignorant, if it be poſſible, of the Lord Jeſus, 
through the Love of fleſhly Pleaſures, than the brute Beaſts ; 
therefore they reaſon againſt their own Reaſon, and ſay this 
Creation or World had never any Beginning, nor never ſhall 
have any Ending, two curſed Lies. Again, they call periſhing 
Nature God or Creator, ſaying, God is all Things, and 


Things is God : Thus theſe blaſpheming Devils. liken the in- 
. eorruptible Spirit of God, the Man Jefus, not only unto the. 5 


. unclean Spirit and curſed Imagination living in the Body 
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corrupt Man, but unto the Spirits of unclean Beafts, and 
creeping Things, as thoſe Atheiſts in the Time of Paul: 
Theſe are thoſe who received the Truth to prate of it only, 
but not in the Love of ity having Pleaſure in Unrighteouſ- 
nefs, therefore given up to ſtrong Deluſions to believe a Lie, 
that they might all be damned; then theſe Scriptures will be 
fulfilled, he made all Things for his own Glory, and the 
Wicked for the Day of Wrath. Again, he ſhall come in 
flaming Fire, to render Vengeance upon them that know not 
God, and obey not the Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt. Again, but 
theſe as natural brute Beaſts made to be taken and deſtroyed, 
ſpeak Evil of the Things they underſtand not, and ſhall utterly 
periſh in their own Corruption. Again, having Eyes full of 
Adultery, and that cannot ceaſe from Sin, beguiling unſtable 

Souls, an Heart they have, exerciſed with covetous Practices; 
curſed Children, which have forſaken the right Way, and are 
gone aſtray, following the Way of Balaam the Son of Beſor, 
who loved the Wages of Unrighteouſneſs. Again, raging 
Waves of the Sea, foaming out their own Shame wandering 
Stars, to who is reſerved the Blackneſs of Darkneſs for ever. 
Again, and alſo Enoch, the ſeventh from Adam, propheſied of 
theſe, ſaying, Behold, the Lord cometh with ten Thouſands 
of his Saints to execute Judgment upon all, and to convince 
all that are ungodly among them of all their ungodly Deeds, 
which they have ungodlily committed, and of all their hard 
Speeches, which ungodly Sinners have ſpoken againſt him. 


CHAP. XIII. 


Wirh what Bodies the Ele aud = Reprobate ſhall appear after 
Death. ock 


F N, unto you that ſee by the Dye of Faith from 
the Lord, I ſhall ſhew you that general Error amongſt 
Men, concerning the Spirit of Mah in Death: Some ſuy the 
Spirit dieth not at all, but immediately goeth into Heaven, or 
into Hell, and the Body gots to the Duſt only; others , 
the Spirit dieth not, but goeth into another Form, eicher f 
Man, or ſome other Creature, as befbreſaid ; others u, r 
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s think, all Mens Spirits go into a Hell or Purgatory, when they 
5 die, for a Seaſon; others blaſphemouſly ſay, that the Spirit of 
Man 1s God, and that the Body only dies and turns to Duſt : 
Theſe ſay alſo, God is an infinite Spirit, and all Spirits came 
from his Spirit, and fo return into his Spirit again; others ſay, 
the Spirit and Body, or think it turns to Duſt for ever. In- 
deed almoſt all Men are in Darkneſs, becauſe they walk by 
thinking only about Things of Eternity ; but about Things 
that periſh, -they think them hardly ever ſure enough unto 
them: Wheretore unto you, whoſe Bodies are the Temples of 
the Holy Ghoſt, from the Lord Jeſus, I ſhall declare unto 
you the Truth of «his Secret; you may know, that the Spirit 
is nothing at all without a Body, and a Body is nothing at all 
without a Spirit, neither of them can live, or have a Being, 
without the other: Lou may know it is the Spirit only in the 
Body of Man that lives, and ſpeaks, and walks, and works, 
and eats, and drinks, and dies; for the Spirit is a natural 
Fire of Reaſon, which is that Life of Life, Heat, or Motion, 
that as a Fire kindleth Life and Strength through all the Fleſh 
or Body of Man, only the principal Part of the Underſtand- 
ing of this natural Fire of the Spirit of Reaſon liveth in the 
Head of Man, becauſe that is the Glory of the Man; ſo that 
the Spirit or Soul is the Man, although it cannot poſſible be 
without the Form or Body; wherefore When Man dies, and 
turns to his Duſt, it is that natural Spirit of the Fire of Rea- 
ſon, that was the Life or Spirit of the Body that dieth, or is 
quenched, and goeth out within the Body, as. Fire goeth out 
in an Oven that is cloſed; ſo doth the Spirit of Man die 
within his Body from all ſenſible Life, Heat, or Motion, until 
the viſible Coming of the Lord of Life in the Clouds of 
Heaven at tbe laſt Day: Therefore it is written, Dig than 
art, and unto Dat thou. Halt return. When the Lord ſpake 
thoſe Words, he did not ſpeak. to the Fleſh, or outward Form 
or Body of the Man, but he ſpake to the inward Spirit or 
Saul, chat underſtands the Words of a Spirit.

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rally, and the Fear of eternal Death alſo. Thus it is clear to 
you that believe in the 1.ord Jeſus, that the Spirit of Man 
dics, and turns to Duſt within the Body, becauſe nothing can 
poſſibly die, but it muſt firſt live; ſo likewiſe nothing can 
poſſible quicken or live again, but that which is abſolutely 
dead, or Duſt, or aſleep, void of all Motion, Heat, Life, 
Light, or Senſe, being utterly annihilated to itſelf, and all 


other Creatures, only being alive in the Memory of God, that 


God alone, the Man Jeſus, might have all the Glory in the new 
creating of Mankind at the laſt out of Duſt, as he had in 
creating of Man at the firſt out of Duſt, according to that 
Saying in the Revelation; Behold, I create all Things new, in 
Anſwer to that Creation in Genes. Thus it is with the Grain 
or Body of Wheat, except it dies, it never comes to Per- 
fection, but abides alone in the Duſt for ever; but, on the 
contrary, if the Spirit of Life, which is in the Body of Wheat, 
| doth abſolutely die within its Body, then, by the Decree of 
God, it quickens out of Death unto a new Life immediately, 
and brings forth a glorious Reſurrection in due Seaſon, of 
many Bodies in the ſame Form, like unto that which died, 
of the very ſame Nature: Thus it is, by the Decree of the 
Lord Jeſus, with the natural Spirits of all the Elect; firſt they 
are dead in Sins and Treſpaſſes, before they are capable, by 
the Spirit or Truth, to live in Righteouſneſs ; ſo likewiſe the 
Spirits of Men and Women muſt be abſolutely dead, when 
they fall aſleep in the Duſt, or elſe they were never capable to 
riſe again, neither in Glory, nor in Shame; ſo that, by the 
Decree of God, all Life, both ſpiritual and natural, muſt firſt 
enter into Death, that through Death, or in Death, they may 
quicken a new Life of a glorious Increaſe, both ſpiritual and 
natural; ſo that Death in its Place is as uſeful for the Creators 
raiſing of Glory to himſelf as Life is in its Place: This proves 
the Truth of theſe Scriptures, He poured out his Soul unto 
Death. Again, The Soul that fins ſhall die. Again, He cried 
with a loud Voice, and gave up the Ghoſt, Again, In the Day 
thou eateth thereof, thou ſhalt die the Death. Again, His Soul 
was made an Offering for Sin. Again, He was. put to Death 
in the Fleſh," and quickened in the Spirit, I know I have written 
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enough to ſatisfy (in the Proof of this Truth) all ſpiritual 
Chriſtians,

GAIN, it is written, And thoſe that ſleep in Feſus 
ſhall riſe firſt : That is, thoſe that fell aſleep in the 
believing of the viſible coming of the glorious Perſon of 
the Lord Jeſus in the Clouds of Heaven, in Power and great 
| Glory, their Bodies ſhall-be raiſed firſt out of the Sleep of 
Death, becauſe they were united by Faith unto the Perſon of 
| their Lord Jeſus, who was the firſt that ever roſe from the 
| Dead by his own Power, who raiſed Life in Death, or out of 
H Death; therefore he was called the firſt Fruits of their Re- 
ſurrection, or of Life from Death. Again, you that ſee by 
Faith may underſtand, that not the ſame Bodies that died or 
fell aſleep, ſhall appear any more at all than the Body of 
Wheat doth as beforeſaid, which Paul fitly compareth toge- 
ther in their Reſurrection, where it is written, But God giveth 
it a Body as it pleaſeth him, and to every Seed his own Body: 
That is, as beforeſaid, that Grain or Body of Wheat that 
died, quickened a new Life out of Death, and brought forth 
in a glorious Manner, in due Seaſon, many Bodies of the 
fame Form of. that that died, and yet that Body that died 
appeared no more; ſo likewiſe it ſhall be with all that died in 
the Faith of Jeſus, not the ſame Bodies or Perſons they lived 
in and died in, ſhall appear again any more, but that Spirit of 
Faith, mixt with pure Love, and all other ſpiritual Virtues, 
that were in their former Bodies, by the which they died un- 
to the Power of Sin, and lived unto the Power of Righte- 
ouſneſs ; that divine Seed of Faith, ſowed in the former + hy 
Body, died with the firſt Body, and immediately quickened _ _. 
a new Life out of Death, by the Decree of the Lord Jeſus ; 
for you know there is no Time now unto God, nor unto 
them that are dead, and ſo brought forth a ſpiritual Body, in

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its Form, like unto that in the Duſt ; yea, a Body of pure 
Rightcouſneſs, of the ſame Nature of that Holy Spirit of 
Faith, that raiſed it out of Death ; yea, a glorious Body, 
brighter than the Sun in its Strength, and as ſwift as Thought ; 
yea, Bodies of ſuch a bright burning Glory, that no perſe- 
cuting Canaanites can behold and live, becauſe our Spirits and 
Bodies, according to our Faith, ſhall be made like unto the 
glorious Body of God, the Man Jeſus, the which no Man in 
Mortality, with his natural Eye, can behold and live: Then 
ſhall all the EleQ, in the. Twinkling of an Eye, both thoſe 
that ſlept in the Duſt, and thoſe that are alive at that Time, 
whoſe Bodies alſo ſhall be changed like unto thoſe that ſlept ; 
then, 1 ſay, they ſhall all aſcend together as one Body, to 
meet their Head, the Lord Jeſus, in the Air; and with their 
King they ſhall enter into his Kingdom of eternal Glory, 
where that new Heaven and new Earth are, beforeſaid, there 
with holy Angels to behold the glorious Face of the only wiſe 
God, and everlaſting Father, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, with 
new glorious Songs and Praiſes unto their Redeemer, that 
was dead, as it is written, to redeem us by-his precious Blood 
from eternal Death ; and now behold he liveth for evermore ; 
therefore we eternally live with him, | :

' A GAIN, I declare by Revelation from the Holy. Sparit, 

\A that when the Elect: are thus glorified, they are abſo- 
lutely of the very ſame , glorious Nature, both in Spirit and 
Body, as God is; as God and they were both of e Nature 
in Mortality, Sin only excepted: Wherefore, as th pirit of 
Faith and Love, infinitely in the glorious Perſon of God, 
overfloweth as a Fountain, continually with Revelation of 
new heavenly Wiſdom, fiom whence flows new Joys and 
Glory to himſelf, and the holy Angels; ſo ſhall every Behever, 
according to his Degree in Glory, be as a Well ſpringing up 


unto everlaſting Life, of Revelation of new Wiſdem, ap

'whence flows new Joys and Glory within his own Perſon, 
like unto his God z only they ſhall naturally return'the Glory 
and Praiſe unto their Fountain, the Lord Jeſus, for this their 
Exaltation upon the glorious Throne of his own Likeneſs ; 
for it is the righteous Actings and Sufferings that was in the 


innocent Body of the Lord Jefus, when he was in Mortality, 


that by his infinite Wiſdom is made naturally that glorious 
Fire, to kindle new Revelation of Heavenly Wiſdom within 
his Body, for the Increafe of his Glory to all Eternity, as be- 
foreſaid ; fo likewiſe all thoſe righteous ag and Suffer- 
ings for Truth's Sake, that were acted and ſuffered in our 
former Bodies, by the Appointment of our God, fhall be 
_ conveyed into our new ſpiritual Bodies, that are like unto our 
God, and ſhall! be that glorious Fire, naturally to kindle Re- 


velation of new Wiſdom, from whence flows glorious new 


Songs and Praiſes unto our Redeemer, the Fountain of all 
our Glory, for everlaſting, World without End, as abundantly 
beforeſaid; then ſhall theſe Scriptures be fulfilled, To him 
that overcometh will I grant to ſet with me in my Throne, even 
as T alſo overcamè, and am ſet dewn with my Father in his 
Throne. Again, And he that overcometh and keepeth my Works 
unto the End, io him will I give Power over the Nations, and 
be ſhall rule them with a Rod of Tron, as the Veſſels of a Potter 
ſhall they be Broten to Shivers, even as I received of my Father; 
and 1 will give him the Morning Star : Again, Him that over- 
cometh will I make à Pillar in the Temple of my God, and he 
ſhall go no more out, and I will write upon him the Name of my 
God, and the Name of the City of my God, which is New 
Jeruſalem, which cometh down out of Heaven from my God, 
and I will write upon bim my own Name: Again, He that 


overcometh ſhall inberit all Things, and I will be his God, and 


he ſhall be my Son: Again, Henceforth I will not drink of this 
Fruit of the Vine, until that Day I drink it new with you in 
my Father's Kingdom: Again, And from Jeſus Chriſt, who is 
the faithful Witneſs, and the firſ® Begotten of the Dead, and 


the Prince of the Kings of the Earth: Unto him that 


| hath loved us, and waſhed us from our Sins in his own Blood, 
and hath made us Kings and Prieſts unto God and his Father, 
to him be Glory and Dominion, for ever and ever. Amen.

ſelves unto their Redeemer, to whom alone be all Glory and 
Praiſe from my Spirit, with his elect Men and Angels, to all
